after Canal reopens’

BAIA. — The Zim shipping 
company has called on the au- 
thorities to do something about 
keeping ®llat Port alive and 
viable after the Suez Canal is 

reopened. 

General manager Yehuda Ro- 
tem told a news conference here 
yesterday that the imminent re- 
Opening of the Canal threatens 
to deprive the port of its busi- 
ness to the Mediterranean, a de- 
velopment that would hamper 
development of the Arava as 
well. 


“I believe that neither Israel 
mor the world should be forced 
to remain exclusively dependent 
on the Suez Canal,” Mr. Rotem 
sald. “It could be closed 
at any time at the whim of 
some leader. A viable alternative 
route through Hilat (and over- 
land the Arava to Ash- 
dod Port) should remain avail- 
able.” 

Meanwhile, Hilat Port is suf- 
_fering from the other extreme — 
over-congestion, Mr. Rotem said. 
Zim now operates some 20 cargo 
ships on its Eilat line. But due 
to the port’s inability to handle 


the present volume of cargo (a 
Japanese company also rums 8 
service to Eilat) Zim ships have 
fn the past three months been 
forced to wait a total of 200 
days in the congested port — at 
a loss of some $lm., he said. 

Forecasts point to a 15 to 
20 per cent growth in Hilat port 
traffic in the coming year. Im- 
ports from South Africa and the 
Far East have increased and 
there has been a considerable rise 
in exports to Australia, follow- 
ing a favourable change in that 
country's tariff regulations. 

For its part Zim has launched 
8 major effort to improve its 
cargo shipping services to Eilat, 
such as conteinerizing cargoes to 

loading and off-loading. 
Mr. Rotem said the company has 
appointed a special manager for 
its Eflat line and set up a team 
to work out improvements in 
the line. 

Adding another wi Mr. 
Rotem said Haifa and Ashdod 
ports were already congested, 
even before the start of the 
winter citrus season, and said 
the authorities concerned should 
do something about it now.

Swedish spy 
released 


from prison 


STOCKHOLM (UPI). — Stig Wen- 
nerstroem, the retired Swedish air- 
force colonel who as a Russian spy 
tipped Moscow off on the U.S. Cuban 
blockade and gave vital Nato in- 
formation to the Soviets, will be 
released from prison, the Swedish 
Government said yesterday. 


‘Wennerstroem, 67, who has 
served more than 10 years of his 
20-year sentence, was due to. be 
released on probation today follow- 
ing a review of his case by the 
State Prison Board. He was con- 
victed in 1963 of spying for the 
Soviet Union and sentenced to life, 
but the term was later reduced to 
20 years. 


SENSITIVE POSTS 


During his 15 years of spying for 
the Soviets, Wennerstroem held 
several sensitive positions in the 
Swedish military, including that of 
Air Attache to Moscow and Wash- 
ington. After his retirement from 
the air force, he worked as an 
expert on disarmament for the 
Swedish Foreign Ministry. 

‘Wennerstroem’s ini Ὁ activ. 
ities for the Soviet eee so far 
reaching that at the time of his 
arrest in June, 1963, highly placed 
American defence officials said the 
information he had given the Rus- 
sians amounted to “leaving Nato's 
northern flank wide open.”

From 1948 to 1963, Wenner- 
stroem played a double role.

According to testimony at his 
trial, Wennerstroem also spied for 
the U.S. during his stay in Russia, 
but some of the information he de- 
livered to the Americans he had 
received from the Soviets in order 
to make it easier for him to ‘infil- 
trate the American security service.
